recommendations. 
Later, the supervisors had also 
voted only to file and not act on 
presiding 
Superior Court Judge 
Floyd Dodson’s request that the 


recommendations be reconsidered 
and acted on. 
Menzel 
said 
today 
he 
was 
“ honored” by being nominated for 
the top position by Lewis. 
“ He is leaving big shoes to be 
filled,” Menzel added. 
Menzel also said he felt it had 
been generally believed that Lewis 
was planning to resign Dec. 1 and 
had planned to take this action 
before 
the 
grand 
ju ry 
recommendation had come out. 
Lewis' salary is $23,803 annually 
and Menzel’s is $17,880. Menzel has 
been a deputy county clerk for 17 
years and has been Lewis’ top 
assistant for the past 15 years. 
Lewis is critically ill at his Santa 
Barbara home and has been out of 
the office since last Spring. The 
County Retirement Board revealed 
today that he has also submitted his 
application for retirement benefits 
effective Dec. 1. 
The retirement board will meet in 
January to consider this application, 
which would also provide survivor 
benefits for Lewis’ wife of one year. 
T rustees vote 3-2 
to oppose initiative

In an almost unprecedented action 
yesterday the school board took

Proposition 1, the tax limitation 
initiative that the electorate will 
vote on Nov. 6.

opposition to Proposition 1. He said 
it appeared that the measure would 
have an adverse effect on the state’s 
education budget and added, “ it will 
without question reduce education 
revenues.” 


Nogle said he favored Proposition 
1 because it was necessary for the 
state to put a lid on spending. “ I see 
the roof come tumbling down unless 
some steps are taken in the right 
direction.” 


Beattie defended his opposition to

Proposition 1 indicating concern for 
the fiscal future of the state. 
The question came to the board’s 
attention on the request by the local

Association of University Women 
for support in their opposition to 
Proposition 1.

canceled a speech to the nation on 
Watergate to concentrate on the

said, and had been in personal 
contact with Soviet Leader Leonid 
Brezhnev on peace efforts. 
A few hours after theon-again.off- 
again truce went into effect at 7 
a.m. for the second time, Israel 


charged that the Egyptian Third 
Army broke it with a general attack

encirclement at the southern end of 
the Suez Canal where the Israelis 
claim to have cut off the city of 
Suez. 
Two 
hours 
later,

Israeli 
command said the fighting subsided 
with neither side improving its 
position but that the Egyptians lost 
15 planes. 
Egypt charged Israeli aircraft 
attacked its positions west of the 
canal several times accompanied by 
French-built Mirage fighters that 
belonged to the air force of another 
country it did not name. It also 
charged Israel armored forces tried 
to cut the road and storm Suez, the 
southern anchor of the canal, but 
were pushed back. 


It claimed to have shot down eight 
planes and destroyed 13 Israeli 
tanks.

Women do just as well 
as men in space tests 


MOUNTAIN VIEW. Calif. (UPD -Women have fared 
just as well as men in medical tests conducted in simulated 
space conditions and a U S scientist predicts females will 
be astronauts by 1980. 
Dr. Hans Mark, director of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s Ames Research Center, told a news 
conference Tuesday that 12 women volunteers have shown 
they can withstand as well as males weightlessness and 
“ G ” forces encountered upon reentry to the earth s atmos­ 
phere. 


Mark said the volunteers all were Air Force nurses and 
they were tested in programs used on men last year The 
tests, he added, will be used to develop selection criteria 
for women passengers in Space Shuttle missions 
The scientist said women would be sent into space before 
1980 One reason, he added, it has taken until now to get 
women tested is that U.S. spacecraft require a great deal of 
manual piloting and there have been few female pilots 


Noting that examination of test results is far from 
complete, Mark said that so far “ there is no reason to think 
women would be any better or worse than men on space 
flights.” 
“ We see no reason to believe there are any inherent prob­ 
lems to women flying in space,’’ he said

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Gov Ronald Reagan today 
sought to assure California mayors and city councilmen 
that his tax limitation initiative would not shift state- 
supported programs onto local property taxpayers. 
In a speech prepared for the annual convention of the 
League of California Cities, the governor insisted his Prop 
1 on the Nov. 6 ballot “ does not put one level of government 
against another.” 
The league’s board of directors earlier voted unanimous 
opposition to Prop 1, citing fears that if state spending is 
cut back, the support of programs would be transferred to 
local taxpayers. 
Contrary to the league’s position, the Los Angeles City 
Council recently endorsed the measure which would tie 
state spending to a declining percentage of the personal 
income of Californians. 
Reagan said one of the “ safeguards’ against increased 
local property taxes was a provision that the state finance 
any “ new or expanded” programs it mandated on local 
government. 
“ The legislature would have to approve an appropriation 
to cover these increased costs,” he said “ The property tax 


relief the state is financing would be fully protected 
Opponents of the measure have argued that while any 
new state-required local programs would have to be 
financed by the state, the initiative would not prevent the 
trimming of existing programs and the threatened shift of 
financing them onto local government 
Reagan noted he had attempted to lighten the burden of 
local property taxes for four years and asked “ does it seem 
likely now that I would be proposing a plan to reduce state 
taxes by shifting them back to local government9” 
In an apparent attempt to convince the league to reverse 
its opposition to Prop 1, Reagan said a favorable vote “ will 
serve notice that the people do care and even the taxeaters 
in those puzzle palaces on the Potomac will have to take 
heed 


“ Government has never before offered its people such an 
opportunity. I hope you will decide to be a part of this. 
There may never be another chance ” 
He also criticized the advertising firm of Whitaker and 
Baxter of San Francisco, which the California Teachers As­ 
sociation hired to mount a publicity campaign against 
Prop 1.

programs. 
On some days one legislative committee will be 
conducting one hearing in Southern California on Prop 1 
while another is holding a hearing in the north 
The sessions are expected to draw valuable television 
coverage for the opponents of Prop 1.

dump fire burning for the last 10 days five miles away in the 
Hackensack Meadowlands combined with the fog to reduce 
visibility to near zero 
The crashes marked the second major accident in less 
than a week on the turnpike. Last Friday eight persons 
were killed and 11 others injured when a tractor trailer 
blew a tire, j u m p e d into the northbound lane and crashed 
into a Greyhound bus and a car 
Arnold said, “ They can’t get to some of the bodies 
because they can’t get to that mass of wreckage 
They had so much fog they couldn’t even find the ac­ 
cidents They knew they were out there but couidn t even 
find them.

Le Duc Tho rejects award 


OSLO (U PI) — The Nobel Peace Prize 
Committee waited today for official word 
from Hanoi before deciding what to do 
about North Vietnamese peace negotiator 
Le Due Tho's refusal to accept this year’s 
award 
Hanoi s Vietnam News Agency (VNA), 
in a broadcast monitored in Hong Kong, 
said Tho— who shared the 1973 Nobel Peace 
Prize with Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger— rejected the award Monday in a 
message to Nobel Committee Chairman 
Mrs. Aase Lionaes. 
Mrs Lionaes said Tuesday night she had 
not received the letter and would not 
comment "before I have read the letter ” 
Tho and Kissinger were awarded the 
peace prize Oct. 16 for their work in 
obtaining the Jan 28 Vietnam cease-fire. 


But the truce has been a shaky one and last 
week, the Saigon government released 
statistics showing that more Vietnamese 
have died in battle since the truce took 
effect than the number of U.S. servicemen 
killed in the entire war. 
The VNA broadcast quoted Tho’s letter 
as saying he could not yet accept the prize 
because peace in Vietnam has not been 
fully restored 
"Peace 
has 
not 
really 
been 
re­ 
established in South Vietnam," Tho was 
quoted as saying. "Under these conditions, 
it is impossible for me to accept the 1973 
Nobel Peace Prize. When the Paris agree­ 
ment on Vietnam is respected, guns are 
silenced, and peace really restored in 
South Vietnam. I will consider acceptance 
of this prize."

That resulted in the dome­ 
shaped bulkheads of two of the aluminum 
alloy tanks being sucked in 
Officials said the engineers studying the 
problem were trying to see if simply 
pressurizing the tank again with a liquid 
wouldn’t pop the domes back into place.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The current high price of feed 
could severely hurt the California dairy industry this winter 
and may ultimately result in higher retail milk prices for 
the consumer, according to a top milk industry official. 
"Higher prices are going to cause a real severe culling of 
the California dairy herd And once you kill a cow it takes 27- 
28 months to replace it,” said Jay Goold, manager of the 
league of California Milk Producers. 
"Today’s situation is serious for the dairy farmer and if it 
prolongs for any length of time it will be a serious situation 
for the consumer,” he said in an interview Tuesday. 
Goold, whose group represents about 1,100 or one-half of 
the Grade A dairymen in the state, said the slaughtering of 
cows and a reduction in growing replacements will cause a 
drop in milk production. 
" It will not be so signficant that there won’t be milk on 
market shelves but there may be some milk product items 


that may be a little short,” he said. 
California’s dairy industry last year totaled $610 million 
As of January there were 3,830 dairies in the state with 
about 1.1 million cows About 30 per cent of those cows are 
raised each year as replacements for older animals which 
are butchered. 
Goold said an example of high feed prices would be hay, 
which jumped from $45 to $85 a ton this growing season. 
"If current economic conditions prevail it could foreseea- 
bly force a limited number of dairymen out of business,” 
Goold declared 
In the last 20 years, he said, there has been a steady 
reduction in the number of dairies in California and the 
latest feed situation will "accentuate that trend.” 
Grade A milk producers last week were granted a 10 cent 
per gallon raise in milk prices under California’s Milk 
Stabilization Act.

Bank economist speaks 
before Co. Farm Bureau 


“ Although we may have reached 
the peak in long and short-term

Bureau at their installation dinner 
Saturday 
at 
The 
Royal 
Coach 
Restaurant. 
R esearch 
O fficer 
Grace 
E. 
Kadner from the bank s Los Angeles 
- 
based 
E conom ic 
R esearch 
Division presented a forecast for 
next year’s economic outlook. Miss 
Kadner also offered her audience of 
approximately 150 from throughout 
the county an assessm ent of interest 
rate trends. 


Noting that short-term interest 
rates probably reached their highest 
level 
in 
mid-September, 
Miss 
Kadner predicted that short-term 
interest 
rates 
should 
begin 
to 
decline in the next few months. She 
also anticipated that public demand 
for short-term credit will moderate 
soon, “ reflecting a slowdown in our 
economic pace already evident in 
such critical economic barometers 
as new housing and retail sales,” 
she added. 


Security Pacific Bank’s economist 
told her audience that long-term 
interest rates may have peaked 
back in August. “ Regardless of 
whether long-term interest rates 
have already risen to their highest 
level or if that turning point is yet to 
com e,” Miss Kadner emphasized, 
“we may expect rates to trend 


downward during 1974.” Again, she 
attributed next year’s easing in 
long-term 
interest 
rates 
to 
a 
generally 
pervasive 
econom ic 
slowdown. 
Turning 
to 
other 
anticipated 
trends, 
Miss Kadner told Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Farm 
Bureau 
members that economic forecasts 
point to a healthy increase in farm 
income for this year and in 1974. 
While conceding that a portion of 
this increased income would stem 
from the impact of inflation, she 
noted 
that 
much 
of

farm ers’ crops and produce. 
“We anticipate continued strong 
consumer demand for agricultural 
com m odities,” said Miss Kadner, 
“as well as continued efforts to 
boost agricultural exports— both of 
which should be beneficial for farm 
income. While prices will remain 
high, increased production should 
help to stabilize this situation at the 
consumer level.” 
Security Pacific Bank’s economist 
added 
that 
accelerated 
farm 
production for certain commodities 
has 
already 
helped 
spur 
a 
pronounced decline in the most 
recent Wholesale Price Index, and, 
in turn, should have a favorable 
im p act 
on 
food 
p rices

supermarket checkout counters.

nationally and in California. She

DEAR POLLY - I read in a baby magazine that rubber 
pants can be* ironed together so 1 tried it and it worked 
Fold a piece of w axed paper over the edges with the w axy 
side in and iron with a warm iron until the two sides melt 
together Do not get the iron too hot. The iron stays clean 
and the rubber pants last quite a while longer. —MRS.

DEAR POLLY — I use waterproof adhesive tape (the 
kind used on bandages) to repair rips in my baby’s plastic 
pants The one inch Width works best and stays on for the 
life of the pants, through MANY hot water machine wash­ 
ings But 1 do not put them in the dryer.

DEAR POLLY - I have used so many of the Pointers 
that 1 now want to share one of mine with the others. I have 
just finished doing a job most of us hate and that can take 
hours to do. 1 just defrosted my chest-type deep freeze in 
ONE hour. 
Turn it off and then remove everything I put the food on 
a table, wrapped in newspaper, except for things like ice 
cream that I put in the freezer part of my refrigerator Two 
kettles of water were getting very hot while I unloaded the 
freezer. I connected the hose and poured the boiling water 
dow n the sides of the freezer and used a clean plastic dust 
pan to catch the loosened chunks of ice and then emptied 
the ice into a bucket that I had put in the freezer so 1 did not 
have to wait for all that ice to melt What little water re­ 
mained was wiped up with a big towel The freezer was 
then wiped out with warm soda water, food was replaced 
and the freezer turned on in just an hour. When returning 
food to the freezer. I put a large cardboard box in the end 
farthest away from the motor and in it 1 put last year s food 
and then the rest of the space is ready for new products.

POLLY’S NOTE: Girls, be certain the freezer is unplugg­ 
ed and that vou are not working near any electrical ap­ 
p lia n c e s t hat a r e plu g g ed in. Ha n d l e boil ing wa t e r 
carefully to avoid burning yourself Wash interior ot 
freezer with soap and water and follow with the warm 
water solution with baking soda and rinse thoroughly. Let 
dry before replacing frozen food.

MacPhail said he would work with 
Cronin in the interim until he takes 
office to study the problems facing 
the league and perhaps reach some 
solutions. He said the length of his 
contract has not been “ finalized.” 
“The

League 
has 
favored

p la y ,” 
MacPhail said, “ and I’ve always 
favored it. I want to try improving 
the cooperation of the two leagues 
off the field and I'm hopeful that 
some problems can be worked out.”

For many red-blooded fans, running ram pant onto the 
field, rifling beer bottles at players, tearing at uniforms, and 
in general causing other kinds of good-natured vandalism, 
looting and mayhem, is more fun than they’ve had since yell­ 
ing “Fire!” in a crowded movie theater. 
In the end, though, their actions must be justified. After 
all, these fans need some wholesome outlet for their pent-up 
emotions and aggressions. In fact, fans are not alone in this 
psychic entanglement. 
Ballplayers may be in similar straits. Look at Pedro Bor- 
bon, the relief pitcher of the Cincinnati Reds. When there 
w as a mass melee on the field between the Reds and Mets, he 
took his aggressions out on a Mets’ hat he had grabbed. He 
chewed a big hunk out of it. 
This is why he did not get into any more gam es during the 
National League playoffs. Baseball officials were afraid he 
might get gluttonous with the baseball. Like a Harpo Marx. 
The umpire would throw him a ball to use, and he'd eat it. 
Throw him another, gulp. Soon he’d eat up all the balls. 
Yes, crazy is the nam e of the game.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - How many die-hard Met fans, 
unable to attend the playoff-clinching game, deliriously tore 
up their television sets and rescued a cathode tube as 
souvenir? 
The above may seem strange, since most of us know that 
the scent of a real field stirs the savage fan to bestial heights, 
from which he topples when his team wins a championship, 
and proceeds to rip up said field in pure ecstasy, like a rut­ 
ting dog. 
Yet there have been cases of feverish fans reaching pan­ 
demonium in solitude. 
An acquaintance, a hefty personage named Lido, a wild 
New York Yankee partisan, watched his team lose to the 
Pirates in the 1960 World Series, on Bill Mazeroski’s ninth- 
inning homer. When the ball sailed over the wall, Lido 
yanked off his shoe, flung it through his TV set, and fainted. 1 
know. I lived below him. 
Last year a Bronx m an and his shirt were soaking up a 
beer while the ball gam e played on TV. His wife cam e in, 
turned the station to a soap opera. A fight ensued. Wife hit 
the deck. dead. Husband continued to drink and root. 
So the madness of fandom is not restricted to the stadium; 
but this is where the barbaric hordes are caged en masse. It 
is where the mob mentality grips the pea brains of this mod­ 
ern-day Cro Magnon rabble. 
W hy’ Some say the permissive society has loosed these 
fangle-toothed multitudes. Others believe that the spectator 
s u b c o n sc io u sly w a n ts to b e c o m e p a r tic i p a n t. O th e r 
philosophers think they are profoundly nuts. 
Some believe that Met fans in particular caused such 
devastation to the field after the pennant-clincher against 
the Reds out of civic pride.

Kermit: best of the Bruins

Of course, talent helps. And Johnson, a 6-foot, 185- 
pounder, has talent. 
“ I don’t think there is anyone who deserves this 
record more than Kermit,” said UCLA Coach Pepper 
Rodgers. “Game in and game out, he’s a fine a 
football player as there is.” 


At 21, Johnson is old enough to remember Beban, 
Jones and Farr. 
“ I remember Mel Farr very well,” he noted “ I say 
to m yself,‘Wow, I gained more yards than all those 
other guys.’ I didn’t have any goals at the start of the 
year but this is a nice feeling.” 
Perhaps, because of his personality and, perhaps, 
because he has played in the shadow of James 
McAlister since they were teammates at Blair High 
School in Pasadena, Johnson has gone unrecognized 
Rodgers, UCLA’s third-year head coach, calls him 
“the most unknown great back in the country” .

When did the conflict in the 
Middle East begin? You can 
date it from 1967, after the 
Six-Day War, when Israeli 
forces occupied the Syrian 
Golan Heights, the Egyptian 
Sinai and the west bank of the 
Jordan River Or you can date 
it from 1948, when the State of 
Israel came into official exis­ 
tence Perhaps you can date it 
from world War II, when Hitler, 
through his massacre of mil­ 
lions of Jews, made the exis­ 
tence of a Jewish homeland a 
matter of survival for the 
Jewish people 
The s itu a tio n has even 
earlier roots in English and 
French colonial manipulation 
in the area during and after 
World War I But m a truer 
sense, the emotional realities 
of the Mideast conflict date 
back 4000 years to the days 
of Abraham 
For it is from 
A b ra h a m th a t b o th th e 
Moslems and Jews trace their 
descent 
And, in the clash of human 
passions — which is what this 
conflict is really about — it is 
the sanctity of the "promised 
land 
that has locked the 
Arabs and Jews into this 
vicious and intransigent con­ 
flict which seems somehow to 
involve the fate of the rest of 
the world 


The Curse of the Land: 
Perpetual War 
T he 
t e r r it o r y 
w h ic h 
geographers call the "fertile 
crescent has been politically 
unstable since the reign of the 
Egyptian Pharaohs For cen­ 
turies, the land was con­ 
quered and reconquered by 
Babylonians, Persians, Turks, 
Crusaders, French colonists 
and British imperialists The 
Zionist thrust entered the p ic­ 
ture relatively recently 
Before the 1948 war, which 
resulted in the establishment 
of the State of Israel. Jews 
had no nation for 2000 years 
Scattered by the Romans, 
they travelled to all parts of 
the world and lived their lives, 
usually iso la te d from the 
so cia l m ainstream of the 
r

1897, a fte r se ve ra l 
decades of intense persecu­ 
tion in Russia and Eastern 
Europe, a Viennese journalist 
named Theodor Herzl organ­ 
ized the Zionist movement — 
a movement for the Jewish 
return to Palestine 
While the major cities of the 
M ideast — C airo. B e iru t, 
Damascus, Jerusalem - were 
inhabited by Arabs, Palestine 
itself was populated by tribes 
of Bedouins In the early years 
of this century, Zionists pur­ 
chased thousands of acres of 
Palestinian land and began 
the slow process of repopula­ 
tion 
The nomads sim ply 
moved, as was their nature 
The Zionist movement was 
nearly snuffed out during 
World War I when the Turkish 
empire, which controlled the 
Mideast, entered the war on 
the German side Zionism was 
d e cla re d ille g a l and any 
Palestinian Jew suspected of 
having Allied sympathies was 
hanged 
To counter Turkish power 
in the area, the British guaran­ 
teed certain lands in the 
Mideast to the Arabs if they 
revolted against Turkish rule 


M obilized by Lawrence of 
Arabia, the Arabs swept into 
Damascus routing the Turkish 
forces 


Meanwhile, in 1917, the Bri­ 
tish Foreign Minister, Lord 
Balfour, wrote a letter to Lord 
R o th sch ild , a B ritis h m il­ 
lionaire and a Jew, declaring 
that Britain "views with favor" 
the establishment of a Jewish 
n a t io n a l h o m e la n d in 
Palestine. In exchange for 
R othschild money and the 
rights to synthetic cordite - a 
powerful explosive agent de­ 
v e lo p e d 
by 
D r. 
C h a im 
Weizmann. a Zionist leader — 
Britain promised to support 
Jewish claims in Palestine 
For the rest of World War I, 
Britain profited from the help 
of both the Arabs and the 
Jews because it had, in a 
sense, prom ised the same 
land to both of them 


A Clashing of Cultures 
Until the end of World War I. 
the Je w s and A ra bs in 
Palestine had lived comforta­ 
bly together 
Both shared 
"S em itic 
a n ce stry 
both 
shared many cultural tradi­ 
tio n s 
But the contin uing 
Zionist immigration after the 
war, began to unsettle the 
Palestinian Arabs For one 
thing, the Jewish immigrants 
were European in speech and 
custom, and the Arabs had 
come to mistrust the designs 
of all Europeans by this time 
For another, the Jews demo­ 
cratic approach to politics 
thre atened the tra d itio n a l 
master-serf relahonship bet­ 
ween Arab land owners and 
peasants 
In 1937, a British commis­ 
sion recommended partition­ 
ing Palestine into two states, 
one Arab and one Jewish But 
the Second World War inter­ 
vened and, when it was over, 
almost a third of the world s 
J e w is h p o p u la tio n had 
perished in Nazi concentra­ 
tion camps Those who sur­ 
vived had a new status dis­ 
placed persons 
As the American Friends 
Service Committee reported, 
"the C h ristia n W est was 
weighed and found wanting 
Instead of opening wide their 
gates to refugees, the free na­ 
tions vacillated, took halt 
measures and w aite d " 
Because of the indifference 
of the American and Western 
European, governments, the 
flood of Jews into Palestine 
in c re a s e d d ra m a tic a lly 
Palestinian Jews, armed and 
organized into guerrilla units, 
fought both the British - who 
tried to limit the flow of ref­ 
ugees — and the Arabs who 
were threatened by the grow­ 
ing Jewish population 
The resulting turmoil was 
too much for the British, who 
had troubles enough in other 
parts of the Empire So. wash­ 
ing her hands of all respon­ 
sibility, Britain dropped the 
Palestine problem into the lap 
of the United Nations. 
In 1948, the U N partitioned 
Palestine into separate Arab 
and Jewish states and inter­ 
nationalized the holy city of 
Jerusalem. Shortly thereafter, 
the nation of Israel was estab­ 
lished and, within hours, m ili­ 
tary units from Jordan, Syria, 
Egypt and Iraq began an open 
assault on the new nation 
After initial Arab successes, 
the Israeli forces rallied and, 
at the end of the war, Israel 
wound up holding a third more 
territory than it would have 
held under the original plan. 


The Palestinian Refugees 
An armistice was arranged 
in 1949, but there was no 
peace The Palestinian Arab 
state was never created. In­ 
stead. Jordan annexed the 
territory west of the Jordan 


river, Egy>t assumed a pro­ 
tectorate «ver the Gaza Strip, 
and Israel absorbed a part of 
Jerusalen the Negev and 
parts of Gililee 
The gereral Arab reaction 
to the estjbhshment of Israel 
was "ona of b itte rn e s s 
frustration and a sense ot 
humihalet impotence, 
a c­ 
cording t( the AFSC "Their 
chief satiifaction for a long 
time came from a war of pro­ 
paganda 
arely matched in 
passion and vituperation 
But they lave believed that 
their caust was just and that it 
would prevail in the end 
But the establishment of 
Isra e l ha1 another, more 
specific, result 
a group ot 
Palestmiar Arabs, who had 
been promsed a separate 
state, wee now homeless 
refugees 
Today a second generation 
of refugees lives in squalid 
camps, ectng food supplied 
by the U N Relief and Works 
Agency, clinging to a dimmed 
hope that they will one day 
return to Palestine, a land 
which technically no longer 
exists 
The refugees have no home 
left Nor fave they been com- 
pensatec for the property 
they lost. This is the source of 
their bittine ss - a bitterness 
w h ich h is sp a w n e d the 
P a le s t m an L ib e r a t io n 
Organization, the El Fatah, the 
Black September Movement 
and other groups which, en­ 
couraged by the Arab states, 
have staged hijackings, mur­ 
ders and terrorist attacks of 
protect around the' world 
Moreover, the Palestinian 
refugees have been aban­ 
doned by the rest of the world 
Arab countries have not at­ 
tempted to resettle refugees 
because, they say, a suc- 
c e s s fil resettlem ent would 
help the world forget Israeli 
injustice and would solidify 
the existence of Israel as a 
fait accompli. 
As far as Israeli policy, 
Mideast s p e c ia lis t A lb e rt 
Hourani suggests that "in the 
long run it may be in Israels 
interest to grant the refugees 
the right of return or compen­ 
sation, for only as a mixed 
state has it a chance of being 
accepted by its neighbors” 
But Hourani admits, "it seems 
more likely that Israel will do 
nothing." 


The Six-Day War 
Between 1956 and 
1967, 
the strength and determina­ 
tion of Palestinian guerrillas 
in'ensified, and the reciprocal 
terrorism between Israel and 
her neighbors reached fever 
ptch.

rito ry , the fo rc e s w ere 
removed 
On May 22, when Nasser 
announced his intention to 
blockade the Strait of Tiran, 
Israel mobilzed to counteract 
what it saw as Egyptian ag­ 
gression 
And although the 
Strait was, m fact, never 
blocked. Israel launched an 
attack on June 5, destroying 
the E gyptian and Syrian 
forces in six days In a stroke 
Israel expanded its borders 
by occupying Sinai to the 
Suez Canal, moving to the 
West Bank of the Jordan 
River, and, finally, occupying 
all of Jerusalem 
Yom Kippur —Ramadan 
1973 
In the wake of the Six-Day 
War, Israel acquired a new 
p o p u la tio n of em b ittere d 
Arabs, a fact which has con­ 
tributed to increased terror­ 
ism 
Israel has also been 
called on to absorb thousands 


of Jews from the Soviet Union 
which has tanned Arab fears 
of Israeli expansionism 
While the outcome of the 
current war is likely to remain 
in doubt for some time, some 
basic myths have been ex­ 
ploded One myth is that the 
Arabs cant fight, a second is 
that they can t keep a military 
secret, the third is that Israeli 
intelligence is infallible 
But, regardless of the out­ 
come of the war, profound 
emotional contradictions will 
remain 
To the Arabs, the 
b o u n d a r i e s 
of 
I s r a e l , 
wherever they are fixed, lie 
across the land which has 
been theirs for 2000 years 
For the Jews, Israel - no mat­ 
ter how ravaged or vulnerable 
is their home, the only one 
they have 
After the Six-Day War, ex­ 
perts from all sides were 
asked to predict the future of 
the area They agreed only on 
one point there would be an­ 
other war.

1. You need better Emergency 
room facilities and equipment. Any 
doctor considering Lompoc is going 
to look carefully at this.

carefully wipes along the 
strings to clean away any 
dust or grime. 
Your family violinist - or 
pianist or guitar enthusiast 
- may never aspire to the 
stage of Carnegie Hall, but 
he (or she» will get the most 
out of his music when it 
comes through clean and 
clear. 
Use the round, soft brush 
attachment on your vacuum 
cleaner to whisk away lint 
and dust on tape recorders, 
radios, stereos, and your 
musical instruments -- it’s 
much better than hand dust­ 
ing because the touch is 


gentler, and dust is actually 
suctioned away, rather than 


just spread around by a 
cloth. Use Charles Treger’s 
technique with cotton swabs 
to clean your youngster s vi­ 
olin - or guitar or any 
stringed 
instrument. 
Also 
use “Q-Tips" cotton swabs 


dipped in a mild detergent 
to clean in the crevices of 
piano keys, tape heads, or 
the surface of stereos. Use 
cotton swabs to dust small 
radios, too. Because care is 
necessary when lubricating 


a stereo -- oil on rubber 
parts will rot them -- use a 
cotton swab to precisely ap­ 
ply a tiny, but needed, bit of 
oil. Besides being practical 
to use, and gentle on deli­ 
cate m usical equipment, 


these cotton swabs are 
tossed away after use, so 
are always spotlessly clean 
when applied to surfaces. 
So whether you own a 
Stradivarius violin or an old 
guitar that saw its best days 
in the Roaring Twenties, the 
clue to good listening is 
clean tones.
